Evun lit tho present period 
numerous accounts arc rendered every 
season of the actual yield of l.irgo fields 
in which the pioduct is represented by 
foity, some fifty, some sixty, and a few 
uicio than sixty bushels. 


Here, then, is an impi-ps/ivi! f.ict, 


which furnishes an instructive commen- 
tary on 11.e cultivation of wheat. Tlie 
pioneer from "Western "N'c-.v York was 
wont to rut down all tlio timber on a 
given area of ground, let the trees, 
br.is'n and all remain for a few weeks 
ni-.til the weather was hot and 
dry, 


w!;en tho ground would be cleared by a 
luige bonfire, the surface thoroughly 
borrowed—not plowed—and one and J 
half bushels of seed wheat put in. 
An 


ordinary jield would be thiity buihe's 
of clian and plnrnpgrnin. j\ fair en 
would be spoken of a-* forty but-hels, 
and a lirst-ratf harvest as f-Cty busheK 
without a weed or thistle, among Hie 
Itrowiiij; wheat. If an aero of f.iir 
wheat-land now covered witii l.eavy 
limber be cleared in tlie saino manner, 
and seed wheat put in about the first -if 
September, (from the fust to tlie Until 
a; the North.) the propiietor cnn expi ft 
asu-ldol' forty bushels of choice giain 
w:th almost absolute ci.it duty, provided 
lie sows choice seed. 


Tliis fact furnishes a correct i,h-,i of 


*he naluial wheat prod.K'ing cnjiacity 
ot the sjii. lint imst Anericans are K 
giasping that tlui most fertile ground 
that can be found is soon badly impov- 
erished by injudicious 
man.igoinent. 


"V/huii a forest is cleared, every Iree anil 
stick of fiic-wood is removed, iuste.id of 
being lu rned to ashes.
